LAX TO WHITE SLAVERS? 


Former Minister Says That He 
Has Done His Duty, Been 
Honest, and Has Noth- - 
ing to Fear.

Daniel D. Davies, immigration inspector tn 
charge in Chicago, is under fire. He has been 
suspended from the service and charges 
against him are being investigated by Com- 
missioner of Immigration Keefe and special 
agents of the department of commerce and 
labor. 

General incompetence and inability to per 
form his duties are said to be among those 
alleged. The exact character of the charges 
the Chicago officials of the department say 
they do not know and the authorities at 
Washington decline to talk. 

Lorenzo T. Plummer, Chinese inspector tn 
charge, yesterday assumed the duties “ Dr.” 
Davies, as he is known around the federal! 
building, was forced to give up. The suspen- 
sion of Davies follows, it is said, an inquiry 
by special agents who were sent to Chicago 
shortly after a visit to the city two months 
ago by Charles Nagel, secretary of com- 
merce and labor. 


In Chicago Office, Three Years. 

Davies has been in charge of the Chicago 
Office for three years. coming here on trans- 
fer from Sault Ste. Marie. At one time he 
was a minister. Prior to his being stationed 
at Sault Ste. Marie he was immigration 
inspector at Tororito, Canada. 

Davies’ suspension did not cause much sur- 
prise among federal! officials in Chicago. In 
fact, for a long time it has been expected by 
many that he would not be retained in the 
service. There has been much talk of in- 
competence and he has been termed a “light- 
weight’ and too ‘“‘ sympathetic” to carry 
out severe orders given him by the depart- 
ment. 

But it also has been rumored that the spe- 
Clal agents found evidence of something 
more serious than mere incompetence. One 
report had it that the suspension was has- 


vestigation of the white slave traffic. 

That “ Dr.” Davies has been lax in the per- 
formance of his duty in a number of white 
slave deportation cases was talked around in 
federal circles extensively when it was 
learned that he had been ousted. One of 
these cases in particular was mentioned and 
it developed details of white slave deporta- 
tion that had several! sensational features. 


_.. Case of Deported Woman. 

Several months ago Mrs. Annie Salvy, 
whose husband was said to be interested in 
South African mines, was sent from Chicago 
to New York for deportation on the ground 
that she Was an immoral woman. The case 
was kept a carefully guarded secret by the 
immigration authorities until details of it 
transpired yesterday. ‘The story of the case 
involves charges by immigration officials of 
kidnaping. Likewise does it involve charges 
that * Dr.”’ Davies did not carry out the full 
directions of the department of immigration 
in handling the case. 

When the Salvy woman was arrested 
Davies was ordered to deport her and her 
two children, Lillian, 5 years old, and Ida, 4 
years old. The woman has.beén deported, 
but the children are said to be etill in Chi- 
cago. They were ordered deported on the 
ground that they were apt to become public 
charges. 

Mrs. Minnie Jacobs Berlin, probation of- 
ficer, 720 West Twelfth street, called the at- 
tention of the immigration authorities to the 
Salvy case when she had the woman taken 
from a resort at 1921 Armour avenue. The 
children were rescued and placed in the care 
of a Mrs. Frankenstein, a sister-in-law of 
Mrs. Sailvy, living in West Thirteenth street. 


Children Left, Spirited Away. 

The.Salvy woman, had come to the United 
States from Africa on a visit, and after mis- 
fortunes entered the resort. When the wom- 
an was taken into custody by the immigra- 
tion inspectors ‘‘ Dr.”’ Davies did not take 
charge of the children, it is said, as directed 
by the department, and as a result they are 
said to have been spirited away. The: wom- 
an was sent to New York in charge of Immi- 
gration Inspector Ward Thompson. She 
begged for her children repeatedly, and in 
New York is said to have made a demand 
for them. 

Inquiry. was made byt the New York author- 
ities and subsequently by heads of the de- 
partment at Washington, it is said ,and or- 
ders issued to Davies to find the ‘children. 
Considerably inquiry into this case and 
Davies’ management of it is said to have 
been made by the Washington authorities. 

“ Inspector Davies has been suspended, but 
he has not been discharged as yet,’’ said 
Commissioner of Immigration Keefe in 
Washington. ‘‘*‘He has been served with 
charges, which he has the privilege of an- 
swering. Naturally I consider it unfair to 
say anything at all concerning what the 
charges are. I consider them serious enough 
to suspend the inspector.”’ 


Says He’s Done His Diity. 

“ Yes, I have been suspended,” said ‘* Dr.’’ 
Davies in the evening, “ but I do not know 
what for. I expect I will know, however, 
within a few days. I am not a bit worried 
over the matter. I have nothing to fear, for 
I have done my full duty to the best of my 
ability and have been strictly honest and 
conscientious in the performance of my work. 
It will all come out im the wash, and I think 
in my favor.” 

Inspector Plummer and other officials coh- 
nected with the local office of the immigra- 
tion department declared they had no knowl- 
edge of what caused the suspension of Da- 
vies, and they declined to make any comment 


upon it.

Owsley as Executor Soon Will Distri- 
bute Estate, It Is Said. 


After four years of legal warfare, tn the 
course of which the most sensational charges 
were brought and the bitterest recrimination 
was indulged in, Mrs. Charles T. Yerkes, 
widow of the Chicago traction magnate. it 
was learned in/“New York last night, has 
forced her opponents in the fight for her 
husband's milifons to capitulate. Terms for 
a settlement wih her are being prepared. 

Under the pRoposed conditions, it is said. 
Mrs. Yerkes will get virtually a third interest 
in the value of the estate, or, in other words. 
substantially the same amdunt she would 
have obtained if the courts had awarded 
dower rights to her under the laws of I1!{- 
nois, in which state the bulk of the Yerkes 
property is situated. 

In jaccepting the settlement, Mrs. Yerkes 
will withdraw her suit contesting the will of 
her husband, and Louis S. Owsley. as execu- 
tor, will distribute the estate as soon as he 
can obtain possession of it, and oust:the re- 
ceivers in bankruptcy appointed on the ap- 
plication of the creditors of the Underground 
Electric Railways of London, which Yerkes 
promoted and bullt. 


New Maneuver by Owsley. 

To that end, Owsley.during the day made 
application to Surrogate Thomas, in New 
York City, to be appointed ancillary execu- 
tor of the Yerkes will, so far as concerns 


tion is granted the receivers will have td 
turn over to him possession of the $3,000,000 
picture gallery, art collection and mansion 
in Fifth avenue, because the only ground on 
which they ‘were appointed was that with 
no executor in New York the nit ga there 
was unprotected.

In this Yerkes. revoked.all the bequests he 
had made to them in the belief they had been 
in a plot to poison him at the instigation 
of some one intefested ih his death. What 
grounds, if any, he had for that belief could 
not be learned. 

FrankMn Bien, the lowver. who was an in- 
timate ‘friend of Yerkes and his personal 
counsel, was with him in Europe at the time 
the codicil was drawn. He would not dis- 
cuss the alleged ‘‘ poison plot,” although he 
intimated that the facts might be revealed on 
the witness stand in any suit that might be 
brought by the servants to obtain the leg- 
acies. 

In connection with the sudden filing of this 
codicil and the statement that its existence 
had only just been discovered it was alleged 
that the executors under the will had known 
of it for almost a year.

death was estimated at $20,000.000, only 
about $8,000,000 can be found at the present 
time. 


Disappearance of Millions. 

Against this there are debts amounting to 
about $5,000,000. The difference, it is charged, 
has mysteriously disappeared, together with 
a large amount of cash and property that 
was in Yerkes’ offices and residence in Lon- 
don and in various banks in Europe. 

The bulk of the property in this country 
consists of Chicago traction securities, which 
are tiedi up under the reorganization plans 
that are being carried out in connection with 
the street railway systems of this city. 

The New York house and its contents are 
not bringing in any revenue. Yerkes be- 
queathed them to the city as a museum, but 
the bequest was declined on the ground that 
the municipality could not maintain separate 
museums all over the city, as it probabiy 
would be compelled to do if it created a prece- 
dent in this case. 

Owsley’s application to obtain possession of 
the house and its contents was opposed by 
Franklin Bien as a creditor of the estate. Mr. 
Bien contended that.as the question of Ows- 
ley’s fitness #or the position of executor had 
been raised by the widow itn her suit for his 
removal, which she instituted in Chicago 
some months ago, a question of fact had to 
be passed on, and that would necessitate a 
trial of that.issue. Fifteen days were grant- 
ed him to submit a brief on that contention.

by which he has swayed thousands. 


Outlines His Attack. 

In outlining his line of attack on Chicago 
bulwarks of evil Smith announced his inten- 
tion to make a jot of noise and to stir things 
up spiritually, as they seldom have been 
stirred up before. Knowing from his previ- 
ous experiences. here that he can get con 
verts, he plans this time to form. them, when 
he once gets them, into an army of attack. 

Then he is going to march down into the 
moral sore spots in a solid, united effort to 
clean them out. 

“Open air treatment’ was his prescrip- 
tion for languid churches. ‘‘ Close the buikKi- 
ings and preach oytdoors,”’ he advised the 
fashionable ministers.

Such phrases, indicating his aggressive 
methods, were frequent in his address: He 
promised a midnight march of thousands of 
revivalists through the levee during the 
month. 

In the middle of his speech he called for 
the hymn, “‘ Where He Leads Me I'll Follow,” 
and led the singing himeelf, part of the time 
singing alone. Many of his hearers wept 
openly as he sang, and handkerchiefs were 
freely used all over the hall as the audience 
joined in the chorus.

MILK FAMINE DANGER GONE; 
FARMERS WILL SENDSUPPLY. 


Ira J. Mix Says He Has Contracts with 
Nearly All His Shippers—Present 
Shortage Less than 1,000 Cans. 


There will be no famine-in milk. A large 
number of the milk shipper# in the Chicago 
dairy district have signed contracts with the 
Chicago dealers for the ensuing year, accord- 
ing to Ira J.. Mix. 

The threat of the officers of the Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Protective association to withhold 
the milk supply unless the dealers. signed 
contracts on the basis of 8% cents a quart 
was characterized by Mr. Mix as ‘‘ absurd,” 

‘If the farmere were so situated that they 
could. stick together and refuse to ship their 
milk a famine might result,” said he. “ The 
fact is, there is less than 1,000 cans of milk 
short in Chicago as a result of this agitation. 

“There is no danger of a milk famine. 
Ninety per cent of my shippers have signed 
contracts to furnish me with milk and I un- 
derstand that condition prevails generally. 
The farmers have been badly advised in this 
matter. A few agitators got some of them to 
agree to a lot of foolishness, but after think- 
ing the matter over they décided to sign’up 
and sell their milk.”

Judge Foster Tells Chicago Law Club 
British Commercial Tribunals Are

SUIT OF GARTZ 


Asks Superior Court to Enjoin 
Action to Collet. Divi- 
dends on Stocks, 


WORK AT OAKMONT STOPS 


Manufacturer Seeks to Conserve 
Profit Sharing Principle 
with Employes. 


Business and family affairs are two sep- 
arate and distinct things in the eyes of 
Adolph F. Gartz, a son-in-law of Richard T. 
Crane, who has filed a suit for $150,000 
against the Crane cOmpany to collect divi- 
dends on stock received under the profit 
sharing plan while he was an officer of the 
company. °*, 

Simuitaneously, although with no evident 
connection with the Chicago Mtigation, work 
suddenly and mysteriously ceased on tife 
construction of the Crane-Best company’s 
$500,000 mills at Oakmont, a few miles from 
Pittsburg, Pa. 3 

The president of the Crane company is not 
inclined to let the fact that Gartz married 
his daughter influence him in resisting the 
suit. He began an action in the Superior 
court yesterday on behalf of the compan 
to enjoin Gartz from the prosecution of the 
suit. 

The principle of the profit sharing plan of 
the Crane company is at stake in the issues 
of the suit.- A clause in the by-laws of the 
organization provides that persons leaving 
the employ of the firm shail surrender at its 
par value the stock they have received as 
shares of the profits. Gartz holds that this 
clause is not binding, and refused to surren- 
der his stock, amounting to $100,000 par 
value, which he insists is worth considerably 
more than par. 


Merely a Business Matter. 
“ The fact that my. wife is a member of the 
Crane family has néthing to do with this 
suit,’ said Mr. Gartgz. “ Thies is merely a 
business proposition and is to be settled on 
its merits. The question of sentiment does 
not enter into the case.” 

The bill of complaint, signed by R. T. 
Crane, president. of the company, sets out 
4 that the concern was organized Feb. 14, 1865, 
“and that its capital stock’ has increased from 
$200,000 to $10,000,000. 

In February, 1888, Gartz entered into the 
employ of the company fn the city sales de- 
partment at a salary of $2,500 a year. His 
salary was gradually increased and eventu- 
ally he was given $100,000 of the company’s 
stock. He became a director and in 1893 was 
made treasurer of the company. Since his 
retirement he became a member of the board 
of education. 

From 1889 to 1904, the bill avers, Gartz. re- 
eeived $113,741 as extra compensation, $81,771 
as dividends on his stock, and $140,000 as 
salary, in all amouriting to $335,512. On his 
retirement he held title to 1,000 shares of the 
company’s stock. 

Refuses to Surrender Stock. 

After leaving the company, it is averred, he 
went to California, visited in Wisconsin, 
spent but little time in Chicago, and never 
surrendered his stock. It is also stated that 
while he was treasurer of the company 1,200 
shares of stock were surrendered to him by 
employés who were discharged or who left 
the company, 

On Sept. 8, 1909, he filed a suit in the Circuit 
court for $150,000 dividends against therCrane 
company. The company does not deny that 
Gartz is entitled to the par value of the stock, 
but protests against the paymen of the divi- 
denas asked by him. 

R. W. Leatherbee, whose wife is a sister of 
Mrs. Gartz, and who is an officer of the Crane 
company, declared there was no family diffi- 
culty back of the sult and that it was merely 
a business proposition. 

Gartz’s suit strikes at the root of the profit 
sharing system which was established by the 
company more than ten years ago. It is the 
plan of the company that its stock shall be 
owned by persons who are actuallyemployed 
by the company, so that they may realize the 
benefit of their devotion to the business of the 
company. 


Work at Oakmont Stopped. 

The invasion of Pitteburg by the Crane in- 
terests bewan shortly after R. T. Crane had 
criticised Andrew Carnegie for giving $12,- 
000,000 to establish a school of technology at 
Pittsburg. 

Work on the new Crape-Best company's 
mills at Oakmont, it ie said, has been aban- 
doned and engineers sent from Chicago have 
been recalled. 

‘““Any report which intimates that —Mr, 
Carnegie or his friends have forced the Crane 
interests out of the Pittsburg district because 
of a personal feeling is absurd,”’ said R. W. 
Leatherbee, an official of the Crane company. 

r. Carnegie ts too big a man to resort to 
any such methods, and he would not permit 
his friends to oppose us because of any per- 
sonal feeling. I am not prepared to.say the 
Crane interests are going to abandon the 
Pittsburg field permanently.” 

The Crane interests in Pittsburg are con- 
trolled by Charles R. Crane, who recently 
was appointed United States minister to 
_China. On deciding to enter the Pittsburg 
fleld Mr. Crane made an agreement with the 
Best Manufacturing company of Pittsburg, 
and work on the new plant was begun at Oak- 
mont. It isnow declared that this agreement 
has been broken off. Representatives of the 
Best company were in conference with of- 
ficials of the Crane company at Chicago.

Dr. Ernest. husband of the claimant, yes- 

terday stated he proposed go bring a crim- 
inal libela action against the Portuguese 
nobleman because the latter, over his signa- 
ture, made the direct charge of “ blackmail” 
against Dr. and Mrs. Ernest and stated they 
had no claims-on him. 
. This charge, together with the -publicity 
the case has been given, has caused Mrs.

That the count has received legal! advice 
on his standing is indicated by letters he 
wrote personal friends that no ante-nuptial 
contract. of the kind is binding. These 
friends argue that only four suits of that sort 
ever were entered in the courts of this coun- 
try, and every one failed. 

Mrs. Ernest Parries Quickly. 

When these matters were discussed with 
Mrs. Ernest in the evening she discussed the 
new legal phase of the case without hesita- 
tion, and while she asserted that a written 
contract was entered into she bases her claim 
“for service rendered,’’ which, under the 
law. is binding. The service consisted in 
her devoting nearly four years to writing let- 
ters for the count during his courtship of 
Mrs. Stetson and other women, she said, and 
to keeping close tab on his actions to prevent 
him from making some error that would pos- 
gibly spoil her well laid plans. : 

An authority on law years ago wrote: “Any 
contract to do anything in consideration of 
the proémisee’s consent to the marriage of 
any one, or of his effort in procuring a mar- 
riage for*the promiser, or a third person, is 

oid.”’ 

“This authority was recognized in the only 
Chicago case ever entered. In 1896 Ben- 
jamin W. Anderson, according to the record 
ef the case, entered into a contract to pay 
Benjamin H. Hellen $2,500 for an introduc- 
tion to Mrs. Sarah Hughes. Andersom and 
Mrs. Hughes, a Chicago couple, were duly 
married, and Anderson refused to recognize 
the contract. Hellen sued and Attorney 8. 
W. Jackson defended. Judge Payne neard 
the case in the Circuit court and decided for 
the defendant. Am appeal was taken and 
the lower court was sustained. 

Among other things the lawyer argued: 

‘Contracts for procuring a marriage, in 
consideration of a money or other compensa- 
tion, are void, both et law and in equity, as 
being opposed to morality and public policy.”

Certain Chicago lawyers state that no such 
contract has ever been enforced in England 
or in American states, where the common 
law forms the basis of the legal structure.

| MYERS AND M’ELDOWNEY FREE 


All Criminal Charges Based on 
Insurance Case Dropped. 


BITTER AT THE PROSECUTION 


Both Men Say Indictment Was Un- 
called for and Improper. 


‘All criminal charges against Gustav Myers 
and J. Edson McEldowney, growing out of 
their attacks on the National Life Insurance 
Company of the United States of America, 
were striken from the docket through an 
order of nollie prosequi, entered by Judge 
Tuthill yesterday upon motion of the state. 

Although the men had asserted that they 
were willing to stand trial. State’s Attorney 
Wayman took the ground that recent weak- 
ening of the cases rendered it advisable to 
avoid the expense of a hearing before a 
jury. 

Myers and McEldowney received the news 
of their freedom from indictment with 
statements which contained insinuations and 
charges directed against Mr. Wayman, the 
insurance company and the grand jury. 

McBidowney, in a typewritten statement. 
asserted that he would ‘‘ demand eae thorough 
investigation,’ and referred to the former 
charges of malfeasance in office made by him 
against Mr. Wayman before the Bar asso- 
ciation.

Indicted Last February. 


Mr. Wayman himself could not be reached 
for his own comment, but a vigorous one is

Myers: and McEldowney were indicted by 
the February grand jury on charges of con- 
spiracy to injure the business of the insur- 
an@e company and attempting to extort 
money from its officials. Myers was indicted 
alone for perjury. One indictment was 
quashed some months ago, but the men were 
reindicted. More penne Ags the charges ex- 

one had been quashed. . 
tus one which remained and which has 
now been noneuited involved accusations 
that they had tried to extort money. 

The overruling of a motion to quash an in- 
dictment for perjury against Myers and the 
dismiesal of the case last Thursday by Judge 
McEwen, who empaneled a jury and in- 
structed it te find the defendant “ not guilty 
was the. specific occurrence which weakened 
the position of the state. 

Phe ruling in the perjury case weakened 
the other case,” said State’s Attorney Way- 
man as the hearing closed. ‘“* As it prob- 
ably would heve taken a long time to try the 
other case. it was decided that it would be 
best to have the conspiracy charge non- 
suited.”’ 

Myers’ Reply and Challenge.

Explorer Refuses to Submit 
‘Proofs to Board of Amer- 
ican Scientists. 


PEARY EAGER. FOR TEST. 


Brooklyn Man Demands ‘hat 
Danes Pass on His Discov- ° 
ery Claims First. = | 


New York, Oct. 1.—Dr. Cook’s refusal to 
submit his obsepvations, notes,.and other 
Gata at once to a competent scientific com- 
mission is all that stands In the way of com. 
pliance with the suggestion of the National 
Geographical society today that such a step 
—on the part of both Cock and Peary—should 
precede any official recognitién of the ex- 
plorers’ claims. . 0 

Correspondence made public here tonight 
shows that Commander Peary already hés 
formally signified his willingness to comply 
with the condition. but Dr. Cook, in a letter 
to Areher Huntington, president of the 
American Geographical society, has declared 
that he will continue in his determination 
to lay all his records and instruments firet 
before the University of Copenhagen. 

According to the announcement made here 
tonight, Prof. Ira Remsen, president of Johns 
Hopkins university, wds asked several days 
ago by Henry F. Osborn, president of the 
American Museum of Natural History, and 
by Mr. Huntington to appoint—through his 
authority as president of the National Acad- 
emy of Sciences—a committee of astrono- 
mers, geographers, and zodlogists, to whom 
the records of Peary and Cook should be sub- 
mitted. . 

Demands Consent of Both. 

Dr. Remsen, in reply, telegraphed ae fol- 
lows: 

“It would be idle.for me to appoint a com- 
mittee to investigate the north pole problem 
unless it were clearly understood that Com- 
mander Peary and Dr. Cook are willing to 
submit their evidence to such @ committee. 
If they are willing 10 do so, I shall not hesi- 
tate to appoint such a committe as you sug- 
gest.” 

Mr Osborn at once took stéps to obtain the 
consent of Peary and Cook. He received the 
following dispatch from Gen. Thomas H. 
Hubbard on behalf of Commander Peary: 

* Peary willing and desirous to submit al] 
his records and data to National academy 
committee or-.other acientists impartially 
selected.”’ 


Cook Denies Whitney Statement. 
Boston, Mass., Oct. 1.—Ur."Cook was ques- 
tioned regarding an interview with Harry

“The Southerner,” ‘an Anonymous 
Romance, Tells the Truth with 
Fearlessness. 


HERE appeared recently in The Atlan- 


tic a curious piece of fiction, more or 
less polemical in its character, entitled 
“ THE SOUTHERNER.” It pu®ported 
to be the biography of Nicholas Worth, 
and was an anonymous product. Now Dou- 
‘bileday, Page & Co. publish it in book form. 

Take it for all in all, it is the frankest and 
the fairest thing ever written about the south 
and the southern point of view. It tells the 
truth, too, about the north and its attitude 
toward the south. And, incidentally, it tells 
an amazing lot of truth about the negro. 
Unlike that recent novel, ‘“ The Stuff of a 
Man,” it does not attempt to arouse the emo- 
tions or the sympathies. Its purpose is, in- 
deed, diametrically opposed to this. 

The romance of the tale is not unduly ac- 
centuated—that is, the author makes no spe- 
cialty of love making. He is reticent about 
the love episodes of his life, and finds his boy- 
hood, his religious experiences, his adjust- 
ment at college, his recovery from “ colle- 
giate astigmatism ’”’ upon leaving the insti- 
tution of learning and adjusting himself to 
his every day life, of quite as much interest 
as his sweethearting. The book, obviously, 
is not for the romantic.. It is for those. who 
find the problems of our country of interest, 
and who have the courage to confront, dis- 
passionately, the conditions which hamper 
our national development. 

Beginning with thewar, it follows the course 
ef thought in the south. It glances at the 
period of reconstruction, but really focuses 
about the present. What holds the attention 
ig the absolutely truthful summing up of the 
effects of the civil war, and of the attitude of 
the men. of the south and the north toward 
each other then and now. 
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“T have sometimes’ thought,’’ writes 
Nicholas Worth, “that many of the men 
who survived that unnatural war unwittingly 
did us greater harm than the war itself. It 
gave every ope of them the intensest expe- 
rience of his life, and ever afterwards he re- 
ferred every other experience to this. Thus 
it stopped the thought of mést of"them as an 
earthquake stops a clock. The fierce blow of 
battle paralyzed the mind, Their speéch was 
in a vocabulary of war; their loyaltieS were 
loyalties not to living ideas or duties, but to 
old commanders’ and to distorted traditions. 
‘They were dead men, most of them, moving 
among the living as ghosts; and yet, as 
ghosts in a play, they heid the stage.” 

Worth is advised by his broad minded 
grandfather to go to Harvard for his educa- 
tion, because he believed it to be a good thing 
' for men to go to universities out of their own 
- gection, and one of the most intergsting por-

However, im spite 
of oratory, chicanery, political lies of the 
most offensive sort and misinterpretations 
as to motives, Worth finally got in ab enter- 
ing wedge. The south little by: little took up 
the idea of, industrial education and stood 
pledged to practical work along those lines, 
till the old tradition of the aristocracy pf 
idleness began to fade. The author of this 
book endeavors to strike a blow at many 
another fallacy—the bogy of “negro gu- 
premacy’’-among others. ‘‘ There is,’’ he 
avers, ‘‘ no more danger to the supremacy of 
the white race than to the supremacy of the 
sun over the moon,” and, he adds, ‘‘ nobody 
supposed that there was any danger.’’ ‘‘ The 
south,’’ he comm , “is not a ‘ problem.’ 
It is a social and ustrial condition. You 
can not solve a ¢ ition. You can only 
gradually improve it.”’ 

The weakest point in the “ condition,’ 
Worth opines to be the obsession concerning 
the negro. He writes of the mad fanaticism 
aroused by @ campaign and tells of the fear of 
and hatred’for the negro which sprang up 
in the hearts of those who had lived for gen- 
erations among the good humored black peo- 
ple of the community. He hazards an ex- 
planation. 

Fftty or sixty years ago, he says, our grand- 
fathers began.a long wrangle about slavery and 
it waxed in violence until they thought and wrote 
of few other subjects. Their opponents in the 
controversy had many other subjects to think and 
to talk and to write about—trade and the building 
of cities and the opening of new lands and the de- 
velopment of the people In many ways. 

Then the controversy eame to the violence of war. 


It was the same old controversy, about the same 


subject. And then came defeat. Whatever eise 
defeat meant, it stid meant the concentration of 
thought on the negro. Nor after he became free did 


he disappear from our fathers’ minds as the chief 


subject of thought and of talk. From the minds 
of their opponents he was well nigh gone. He did 
not live with them, ‘They had not suffered de- 
feat. More energetically than ever they were 
building cities and settling new fands and driving 
trade and finding a healthful variety of occupa- 


tions. 


But now more than ever the negro was the one 
subject of our fathers’. thought and speech; for 
during the time of reconstruction he was set in 
authority over his master. 

And so for fifty.or sixty years, the full work- 
ing lifetime of three generations of men, we had 
had’ but one main subject of thought and of talk; 
and that was the subject which was linked with de- 
feat and Jhumiliatiop and the passing of the old 
order of things. It did not matter that through 
most of this long period of monopoly of our 
thought and speech the negro himself had been 
passive; for -evén most of his crimes of the re- 
construction fime were not primarily his crimes 
but the crimes of his leaders and new political mas- 
ters, in whose hands he was a tool. se 

Now, if three generations of men think and 
wrangle and talk and write and fight (and how 
many died!) and suffer humiliation about one sub- 
ject—this one subject only engaging them—may it 
not happen that the mimd of a whole people may 
be deflected by such an experience and that they 
may come’'to think awry about it and to feel un- 
natural emetions and to fear impossible things and 


to’ bélieve the Incredible and to act without rea- 


son—on this one subject? 

If this be so, then we Have permitted ourselves 
in fact to be ruled—in our minds and actions and 
emotions and character and fears—by the one sub- 
ject. We had for three long generations been 
really ruled by the negro,

Now a southerner is a proper a thing to 
be, but (here comes the sorro I can- 
not be the southerner that I should Iike to be, be- 
cause of the presence of this must be “* southern- 
er *’—this self-conscious ‘“‘southerner’’ thet is 
thrust upon me. If it were not for this seif-con- 
scious *‘ southerner”* that must become a part of 
every public southerner’s self, better men would 
enter public life from these states. 
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He makes a pita for the men of the north 
to accept the southerner as an American 
rather than’ as a sectionalist. He begs that 
the old illusions will be broken dowg—the old 
negro madness somehow obliterated from the 
minds both of the northern and the southern 
people.

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Edward W. Morrison was given an int!- 
mation yesterday from Judge Cutting that 
his action to recéver $149,000 from Mrs. 
Hiller and Car? Hauber, her crippled bro , 
belongs outside of the Probate court. Mrs. 
Hiller, who lives at 5014 Campbell 
avenue, with her. brother, ms the $79,000 
in securities and $70,000 in cash as a gift from 
Mrs. Morrison, who died not long ago. 

Following testimony by Morrison in the 
afternoon, Judge Cutting suggested a re- 
plevin sultas the proper pr@cedure. The rea- 
son for thé court's suggestion was that Mor- 
rison does not claim the money and securities 
in question as a part of hid wife's estate 
before her death, but as his own. 

Morrison said he wae 73 years old, came to 
Chicago in 1866, and lived at 760 West Har- 
rison street. After relating other incidents 
of his life he said that ig 1901, his wife took 
$100,000 of government bonds from his safety 
deposit box. 


Says Wife Raided His Pockets. 

“T asked her about the bonds and she said 
she took them because something might hap- 
pen to me and she would need some ready 
money,’ he said. “* Frequently I would take 
home $300, $400, or $500 and she would slip it 
out of my pocket," 

“What became of that tin box?’’ was 
asked. ! 

“God only knows,,’ he replied. 

“Mrs. Hiller said she returned $79,000 in 
bonds in April, 1900, and put them under

Insinuations that {he money and securjfties 
might have been stolen froma safety deposit 
vault rented by Mrs. Morrison were contained 
in the testimony of Mrs. Annie Briggs, who 
attended Mrs. Morrison until the latter's 
death, and other witnésses. Mrs. Briggs is 
the sister-in-law of the late Dr. Alexander 
McLennan, who was Mrs. Morrison’s physi- 
cian, 

Mrs. Hiller and her sister, Mrs. Hilda Plumb, 
previously had testified that Mrs. Morrison 
turned over the securities to them after she 
took them from a tin box she had secreted 
in a closet off the dining room. Counsel for 
Morrison sought to show that Mra Hiller 
might have found the key to the safety de- 
posit vault in a wrapper discarded by Mrs. 
Morrison. 

Several former members of the Morris 
household indicated in their testimony tha 
Mrs. Morrison considered the securities and 
money as her husband’s and feared they 
would be stolen.

Until the time & was decided that the city 
had this right through the old charter of 
1863, Under which the Snow mandatory ordi- 
nance was drawn, it had been the intention 
of the city to renew its demands for this 
form of legislation. Now, if it je done it 
will be entirely for the purpose of removing, 
as far as possible, any question of the city’s 
power in thie direction. An effort to obtain 
the passage of a bill like the one which will 
be discussed at the conference was made 
at the last session of the legislature and met 
an early death. 


Bill Was Kept in Committee. 


Its appearance was the signa! for the mass- 
ing of employés from every steam road in 
the state with the exception of the Illinois 


-Central, which, for diplomatic reasons, re- 


mained in the background; and the protests 
of the labor unions that the passage of the 
bill meant the confi8Cation of the means of 
livelihood of their members kept it from 
going out of committee. 

It was being confronted with this situation 
that led the city law department to begin re- 
search for a means of reaching the railroads 
without additional legislation and cauf#ed the 
promulgation of the theory concerning the 
nonrevocation of the section of the charter of 
"68 by the cities and villages act. 


legal experts, that the railroads can bring 
to bear in a test case of this theory is that 
compulsory electrification will constitute an 
abrogation @ the rights given them by their 
charters, which authorized them to operate 
steam railroads. 


Mrs. Sergel Starts Campaign. 

This same argument, they explain, can be 
brought to bear in a test of the constitution- 
ality of any enabling bill. For this reason, 
that is, sfhee the city’s contention will be met 
with the same objection in either case, the 
request for new legislation may be post- 
poned. 

Mrs. Charles L. Sergel, president of the 
Chicago Anti-Smoke léague, has started her 
campaign for electrification by writing let- 
ters to the women’s clubs for opportunities to 
speak before the organizations. Similar re- 
quests will be made to men’s clubs. 

“It is unfortunate that the league has 
vetoed the plan of renting halls for public 
meetings,’’ Mrs. Sergel said. *I think that 
is an excellent way to stir up public sentiment 
for electrification. 

“Our chief aim now is to let the stock- 
holders of the Illinois Central] railroad know 
that the people will not stand. for smoking 
engines. To do that we shall work through 
women's and men’s clubs all over the city. 
Mrs. E. L. Murphy and I will explain all this. 
For the men’s clubs we have not selected 


speakers.”

HUMANE COURSE IS NOT NEW; 
ALREADY TAUGHT IN SCHOOLS. 


New Law Merely Compels Extension 


Higher Grades. 


Within a fortnight a weekly course in the 
humane treatment. of animals will be taught 
in the Chicago public schools in compliance 
with the law passed at the last session of 
the legislature. <A tentative course of study 
will be framed by Assistant Supt. Willttam 
M. Roberts and District Supts. Ella C. Sulli- 
van and Rufus M. Hitch. 

“The framers of this law evidently were 
anti-vivisectionists,’’ said Supt. Young. 
“They probably were not aware that the 
reading courses in the lower grades practi- 
cally cover the thing they are so anxious for, 
the teaching of humane treatment of ani- 
mals. The law will simply make it neces- 
sary to teach similar courses in the higher 
grades. 

The committee indorsed a recommendation 
of the local school engineers’ union that one 
of the school buildings soon to be built. be 
named the Thomas J. Waters schoolin honor 
of the chief engineer who died on Feb. 235. 
Mr. Waters had served the board of educa- 
tiow over thirty years.

Extension Plan. 


PART OF IT FOR TRAFFIC. 


Method of Turning Thorough- 
fare Over to Commissioners 
Will Be Decided Soon. 


> 


Michigan avenue will be widened from 
Jackson boulevard to Randolph street to the 
full Ytboulevard width which now prevails 
between Twelfth street and Jackson boule- 
vard. This decision was reached at a confer- 
ence between representatives of the city and 
the south park commission yesterday. 

The Question of jurisdiction over the ex- 
tended boulevard and of traffic conditions 
which shall prevail between Jackson boule- 


‘yard and Randolph street will be decided at 


another conference, probably before the 
council) meeting next Monday night. The 
widening and boulevarding of Michigan ave- 
nue will be done under one of two plans 
which were discussed at yesterday's confer- 
ence. The first plan, the one which prob. 
ably will be discarded, is to have the city cede 
to the south park commission engqugh of the 
avenue to divide the widened thoroughfare- 

The paving of the widened avenue would 
be done under a joint contract. The city 
would retain jurisdiction over one-half the 
street and traffic would be permitted as far 
south as Jackson boulevard. The south park 
commissioners would have jurisdiction over 
the other half of the avenue. 


City May Cede Whole Avenue. 

The second plan, the one which is most / 
favored and on which the ordinance probab 
will be drawn, is for the city to cede the q- 
tire avenue to the south park commission, 
with the proviso that traffic shall be per- 
mitted over a paft of the boulevard one-third 
or one-half its width, for a term of years, 
The paving work would be done by the park 
commission. 

The diviston of the thorotghfare would be 
marked off by light iron posts supporting a 
light chain or rope, the system used in New 
York. One-half of the boulevard would be 
used for traffic as far south as Jackson 
boulevard. The other half would be a boule, 
vard exclusively, with all traffic excluded. 

The advantage of the second plan les in 
the fact that it would serve as a spur to the 
final linking of the north and south sides bya 
boulevard. It would be the first move to- 
ward the “ boulevard Hnk.” It also would 
further the proposition for a comprehensive 
subway by which a great share of the east 
and west traffic could be taken care of. 

It was regarded at the conference that 4 
proviso allowing traffic on the extended bou- 
levard for a period of five years will give 
ample time for solving traffic difficulties 
which have delayed the boulevarding of the 
aven Qe. 


Park Board Finally Gets Control. 

At the end of this period Michi avenue 
would come wholly under the jurisdiction of 
the south park commission, and would be- 
come exclusively a boulevard. A score of 
signatures was addeti’to the petition of the 
Michigan Avemuie Improvement association, 
calling on Mayor Busse and the members of 
the council to support the extended boule- 
vard plan yesterday. ; 

The petition will contain about fifty signa- 
tures when it is presented to the council. 
The extension of Michigan avenue boulevard 
to Randolph street is being supported by 
members of the Chicago Athletic, DlHnoig 
Athletic, and University clubs.

This day and date wiH be fraught with 
much of interest to Chicago rooters. The 
Cubs will face the new champions on the 
west side diamond in the afternoon in the 
first of a series of three games, which will 
wind up the local team’s home schedule for 
the year. In the morning President Murphy 
of the Cubs and President Comiskey of the 
White Sox will meet in the former’s office to 
make final arrangements for the post season 
series for‘the championship of Chicago. 

Pittsburg has not lost a game tothe Cubs 
in this city this year, and eight of the eleven 
have been played here. It. will be one of 
Manager Chance’s particular duties to see 
that this series here changes that state of 
affairs. 

Cubs Best in Pittsburg. 

To date Chicago has won seven games out 
of nineteen from the Pirates, and al! seven 
of those victories have been in Pittsburg. If 
the Cubs had been’anywhere nearly as suc- 
cessful against the Pirates in this city as 
they have in Smoketown the pennant 
race would not yet ‘be over. Eight of 
Pittsburg’s twelve victories over the Cubs this year 
have been won in the shadow of the latters’ own 
pennant pole. 

The meeting between Cub and White Sox mag- 
nates this morning is* dated for 11 o’clock in the 
Gorn Exchange Bank building and it probably will 
not interfere with their attending the afternoon 
game if they wish. Only minor details are left 
to be decided “upon, the national commission 
having disposed of the schedule and the naming 
of the officials to represent it during the city 
championship battle. 

The method in which the receipts will be divided 
will be the chief topic of conversation, as that 
fe left to the club owners in alJ series except the 
world’s. As far as can be ascertained the local 
series will follow the precedent of the world’s 
series rules In the matter’of the players’ pool as 
in all other particulars. That is. to set aside for 
the players’ pool 60 per cent of the gate receipts 
of the first four games after the national com- 
mission's 10 per cent has been deducted from 
the gross. In order to preclude the possibility 
of suspicion that each game is not decided on its 
merits, the players do not in the world’s series 
participate in any of the benefite of games played 
in excess of the four necessary to decide the title 
as early as possible. After the winner is decided 
it is customary to divide the players’ poo! 60 per 
cent to the winning team and 40 per cent to the 


losers. ‘ 
Price of Seats Important. 


The prices of seats and their arrangement prob- 
ably will be discussed, and this will be of equal if 
not greater interest to the ‘fans than the result of 
the series itself. ~ 

Secretary Robert McRoy of the American league 
left yesterday for Pittsburg to complete, in com- 
pany with Messrs. Locke of Pittsburg and Schumm 
of Detroit, the preliminary preparations for the 
world’s series. Secretary E. 8S. Barnard of the 
Cleveland club is ex ted to come to Chicago 
shortly to represent the national commission in 
the Cub-Sox battles and superintend the arrange- 
ments in company with Treasurer Williams of the 
Cubs and Secretary Fredericks of the Sox. 

But for the local series Mr. Williams would have 
been selected to represent the National league in 
taking charge of the finances of the world’s series 
along with Secretary McRoy of the American 
league. That position was left vacant by the fact 
the National league has had no secretary since the 
election of John Heydler to the presidency to suc- 
ceed the late Harry C. Pulliam. Despite the honor 
of being named for the position Mr. Williams felt 
in duty bound to decline it, as he felt he owed it to 
the Cubs to look after their interests in the local 
series in person after the way in which they had 
counted him in as one of themselves in every 
world’s series in which they had competed.

JOHNSON ALSO ‘COMES BACK.’ 


Says Cub Boss Was Caught Red Handed 
and Must Suffer Penalty.

Smarting under what hée termed the injus- 
tice of the fine of $500 imposed by the national 
commission in the Frank Pfeffer case, Presi- 
dent Murphy of the Chicago Nationals yes- 
terday practically declared war on the com- 
mission in an open letter to Chairman Herr- 
mann of that body, containing six closely 
typewritten pages, asking fer a rehearing 
of the case, and threatening a resort to the 
civil courts to resist the payment of the fine. 

In his communication to Herrmann the 
west side club owner prefers charges against 
the commissioners éither collectively or in- 
dividually, which range from “ discourtesy,”’ 
* prejudice,’’ and: being a ‘close corpora- 
tion,”’ to “‘tyranny,’’ “ despotism,'’ “ mal- 
ice,” and ‘ persecution.”” Furthermore the 
commission is accused by him of framing its 
gules ambiguously and of being in a way to 
become a menace to the sport of baseball. 


‘ Asks for a Rehearing. 


Nine counts are specified by Murphy why 
the commission should grant a rehearing of 
the Pfeffer case and why the fine imposed 
upon him should not be inflicted. The gist of 
them follows: 

First—The telegram upon whid¢h the fine was im- 
posed was sent by mistake. No-damage has been 
done the Tordnto club on account of the telegram, 
Pfeffer knew his serviees had been drafted by Chi- 
cago on Sept. 2. 

Second—-Conseqnently the telegram, sent on 
Sept. 9, could not Mave any effect on the playing of 
Pfeffer at ToVonto. It is claimed by Manager 
Knoll of Evansville that several telegrams were 
sent to Player Butcher by the Philadelphia Amer- 
ican league team urging him to desert 
the Evansville club and report to Maneger Mack. 
Butcher, according to newspaper report, did desert 
the Bvansville team on account of these telegrams, 
but theresis no public record of any action against 
the American league club of Philadelphia. 

Third—The Philadelphia club’s alleged actions 
were many times more serious and prejudicial! to 
organized baseball than the single telegram sent 
by mistake without intent to disregard baseball 
etiquette. 

Fourth—The commission failed to give the Chi- 

club an opportunity to offer any testimony 
in rebuttal to the Toronto club's statement that 
the. Chicago club’s explanation was unsatis- 
factory. ; 
Says Wrong Construction Given. 

Fifth—The wording of the message was such that 
it could not reasonably be construed as *' tamper- 
ing with’’ or attempting to *' coax away ’’ the 
» services of this player. 

Sixth—There is no justification for the publica- 
tion of the intemperate language of the alleged 
complaint in the case. There is nothing in the 
national agreement which created the national 
commission to justify the action taken. ‘Lhere is 
nothing to authorize the commission to take a 
portion of the funds of the Chicago ciub and trans- 
fer it to the Toronto club. ‘The Chicago club is 
justified in resisting payment of this money until 
such time as justice can be obtained in civil courts 
by due process of law. ‘ 

Seventh—Recent editorials have charged the 
commission with prostituting their official positions 
to the actions of pug-uglies and brawlers at the 
Bacchanalian revels which almost always follow 
in the wake of commission meetings, proving a 
menace to the fair name of baseball. 

Eighth—The imposition of this heavy fine is not 

warranted by the facts even if there were author- 
ity for “levying it, but it is intended as a sop to 
the minor leagues in lieu of allowing them repre- 
sentation upon the commission. 
‘ Ninth—It is an insult to all ball players to impugn 
the honesty of Player Pfeffer and the reaffirmation 
of the finding on that theory would be casting a 
stigma on an hondrable man. The commission has 
taken this action through malice and prejudice 
without a leg to stand on and the finding should be 
reversed. , 

P. &.: If Pfeffer is guilty of not giving the 
Toronto club his best efforts after he was drafted, 
as Mr. McCafferty intimates, the player should 
be blacklisted. 
the player deserves to be exonerated and no dam- 
age has been done. 

Johnson in Reply. 

President Johnson of the American league 
and one of the three members of the national 
commission, had not seen the published ex- 
cerpts from the Cub magnate’s letter, and 
on being given an outline of it last night 
made partial reply as follows: 

** Concerning the matter of Player Butcher, the 
first intimation the commission has had of it was 
a newspaper report which I saw on nry return 
from Cincinanti and which I clipped out and sent 
immediately to Mr. Herrmann calling his atten- 
tion to the necessity for investigation. What use 
Manager Mack could have for Butcher I do not 
understand, and so far as I have seen he has had 
no use for him nor any hand in the matter. 

** Without having bad opportunity to consider the 
Chicago club’s protest, I should say that it has pre- 
eented no new evidence in the Pfeffer case into 
‘which the commission went carefully before an- 
nouncing its decision. Murphy was caught red- 
handed in a breach of the national agreement—a 
serious offense—so far as the evidence submitted to 
the commission showed, and the statement of the 
Toronto club owner was that Pfeffer did not wina 
game for his club after the extra inning game he 


Chicago club. 

‘*As for resisting the payment of the fine, I 
would say that the commission, wil! act as a whole 
on the question of reopening the case, and if it is 
decided not to doso or if it is reopened and the find- 
ing affirmed the Chicago club wil! be given a speci- 
fied time in which to pay the fins or assume sole 
responsibility for the consequences. That always 
has been our method of procedure in such cases.

Each house was surmounted 
by an ornamental affair of two feet in height, 
apparently made of the stem Of a tree fern; 
this was surmounted by live orchids. Atreg- 
ular intervals down the steep roof of the 
house was a carved and painted board and 
between them were sprouting cocoanuts, E)- 
bowing our way through the fringe, we 
ascend a ladder of four rungs, two feet apart, 
and find ourselves in a spacious and lofty 
chamber, but rather dark, owing to the fact 
that the door was of small size and set well 
back, like a dormer window turned inside out. 

Inside was a wealth of shields. bows, and 
arrows, clubs, etc., all property of the men. 
At the entrance to the house were several 
pigs’ skulls. The floor was of narrow palm 
boards and near one corner was a fireplace. 
It was an imposing clubbouse, but nothing 


' was for sale.- Evidently here is a village 


where warfare is too real and religion too 
strong for them to part with such prized pos- 
sessions, 


Brisk —IT'wo Hours’ Trading. 

I descended, passed under the house, opened 
@ bag and offered two fishhooks for an arm 
ring; that opened the briskest two hours’ 
trading I ever went through in my life. Their 
greed for fishhooks, fish lineg, mirrors, paint, 
and arm rings was really great. In that 
time I made just 238 distinct trades. It was 
hot, fast, and furious. At the end ofan hour 
T went into a group of the houses we had 
passed. Women ran and closed their doors 
and children screamed. This, though they 
have seen the captain four times a year for 
years. 

' Not one house could I enter. I trie@ one. 
but the terror of the women and the even 
more abject fear of the children was so great 
and terrible that I des?sted; one little 5 year 
old girl fairly threw herself into a fit of 
terror, and all this though the men told them 
hot to be afrajd, that we were friends. And 
@o, near a hotse cluster and under a tree 
I continued my trade. The women, wearing 
Only a scant bark apron, gradually grew 
bolder and came closer, yet whene I ap- 
‘proached a house there would be a fegular 
Stampede. There is hidden treasure in this 
Village for an ethnologist. 

We returned at 5 o'clock to the Siar in two

ete. I tried in vain to buy it; tried hard, as it 
seems to be unused, but I did not succeed. 
So far I have had mighty little luck in these 
“ghost” houses. Inside were several fine 
old wooden figures. 


Women Greedy for Arm Rings. 

This village is the seat of a shell arm ring 
factory and I saw the operation in full and 
bought several sets: of apparatus—bamboo 
“diamond” drills and a few fine old drums. 
But the village hae often been visited and 
has been picked pretty clean. Of shields and 
hand drume not one is left. The women, in 
their grass skirts, were greedy for arm rings, 
and I got many fine wooden bowls. To get 
my purchases back to the beach where my 
boat lay took a string of about twenty men 
ard women. The Siar had come over and 
was at anchor: This saved a long pull back 
to Guilbert island. 

At 1 o'clock I was on board, and we set out 
for Kaup, back up the coast, arriving two 
hours later. Here the second officer had 
spent the day in the bush seeing an interest- 
ing Villag@and getting six wild eyed lads,who 
are to leavé home and mother for two years. 
Then we moved on down the coast.a few 
miles and anchored at Koffe for the night. 
Here more recruits were brought on board 
by one of the company’s boys who had been 
landed here for that purpose on the wey up. 

After dinner the whole crowd of new re- 
cruits, twenty in all, were brought on deck, 
their names taken, and each given a blanket

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DOUBLE EXODUS NEW THEORY 


Savant Says That This Explains 
Bible Contradictions. 


TWO ROUTES NOT IDENTICAL. 


Declares Moses’ Name Was Spelled in 
More Than One Way by Ancients. 


Hereafter, when speaking of the exodus 
out of Egypt of which the bible tells, specify 
which one is meant. For there were two, ac- 
cording to a discovery made by Prof, Olaf A. 
Toffteen of the Western Theological semi- 
nary. His views are expressed in a new book 
issued by thé University of Chicago Press 
yesterday and are intended as an answer to 
the critics who repudiate the story because 
there are many Inconsistencies in it. 

“We have shown that the two routes are 
anything but identical,”’ said the noted ar- 
cheeologist. “’ Nevertheless it may be urged 
that their general outline is suspiciously the 
same. The routes taken out of Egypt could 
not have been anything else than similar. It 
is urged that both lawgivings wete on moun- 
tains, But among ancients the mountain was 
often regarded as peculiarly ,the abode of 
divinity. 


Reddening of Water Not Unusual. 

** In both cases tables of stone, written with 
the finger of God, were delivered. That in 
both cases God should be said to have written 
the laws is not remarkable or peculiar to 
these lawgivings.

Speaking of the name of Moses, Prof. Toff- 
teen says that it was spelled in more than 
one way. 

“Is it impossible to assume that these were 
originally two distinct though similar names, 
that they were present in the different docu- 
ments which were in the final redactor’s 
hands, that he had forgotten, as we must 
admit he had, the distinction between the two 
exodi, and that he hopelessly confused the 
spellings? 

Says Theory Clears Contradictions. 

‘The author believes that the theory ex- 
plains satisfactorily the great majority of 
the difficulties and apparent contradictions 
as well most of the variations in religious 
conceptions and religious institutions which 
are@o apparent in the Hexateuch when inter- 
preted in any other way. 

“The differences in language and styie in 
the different documents are by no means to 
be underrated ar denied. . They are most cer- 
tainly present.’’

Dividend. Increase Expected ‘at Next

NEW YORK; Oct. 1.—[Special ]}—With half 
& dozen conspicuous exceptions, stocks todey 
were irregular and inclined to drop. Con- 
siderable influence was exercised on senti-

Free Country, Says Secretary. 

“As a matter of fact,’ said Gen. Grant, 
“the letter received no seridus attention. 
The secretary dismissed the matter, to me, 
with the statement that it was a free country 
and gave the affair no more concern. 

‘If I could decrease the amount of drunk- 

enness, not only in the army but among 
civilians, I would feel that I had accom- 
plished my share of good in the world. 
. “As I said in my official report, liquor has 
brought far more trouble to the soldierg than 
any other cause, both in times of war and 
times of peace. There is scarcely an incident 
where a man needs to be disciplined that 
cannot be traced to drink of some kind.”’ 

Asked about the effectiveness of the aboli- 

’ tion of the canteen from army posts, how- 
ever, Gen.. Grant believed that the aim of 
the prohibition workers had been overshot. 


Canteen Gone; Troybles Multiply. 

“ Eyen if there is no more drinking than 
formerly,”’ he said, “* the drinking 1s accom- 
panied by much more evil consequences. 
The men, deprived of the opportunity to drink 
light beers, under the watch of the officials 
Visit the gin mills and low drinking saloons 
euiside of the posts. and here fill themselves 
with bad liquor, enflaming them to a degree 
that results in fights and fracases that were 
missing in the old canteen days.”’ r 

Gen, Grant declared the canteen as ,the 
lesser of the two evils woyld be welcomed 
back as a feature of life in 4n army post. 
He added that his purpose through his army 
jife, and including the parade incident, hat 
been to set a good example to the men and be- 
lieved that the discussion it had aroused was 
a testimonial of its effectiveness.
